Hopes to Diacover Something 
More Efficient than 
Thermite 

I'ranklin, Pa., Mar. 13— Prof. H. T. 
Barnc?. of McOlll University who has 
returned here to continue his work 
on the ice .ia.m in the_ A'içste W- îJi^'cr 
with the ice-mclting chemical, thcr 
mile, to-day made a statement which 
hitherto has been a secret. He sialos 
tliat he Is now okperimenting with a 
new chemical which . will generate 
greater heat and a more intense wave 
of attack than thermite. He believes 
that his discovery will I'evoUitlonize 
the '."Ice-burnlng industry.' 

Prof Biirn' s has been a student ot 
Ice coiiUitlonv and formations for 
over thirty years and has made this 
subject his hobby. This .tummcr 'he 
Avill accompany the University of 
Michigan expedition to Labrador and 
GrGoi'iliuid to cany out further experi- 
ments. 

This .afternoon he talkc<| lo the 
cotmnittee and explained Homclliing ol 
what he hrfd learned during ihc last 
three decades.

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FOREIGN SYSTEMS 



Owl of (lie primeval ooze in wliicli thai, great physiological 
step, the divi.sioii of labor, took place, man has evolved through 
vast periods of time until he .stands lo-day a.s the fini.'<hcd pro- 
duct. A thousand influences have borne upon the structure of 
his body. From the age of tlic amoeba to the twentieth century 
he has risen under tiro operation of natural forces, in exi.stcnco 
when the world was .n flaming nebula. t\ nian\s life wc arc told 
is made np of experiences and their intelligent interpretation 
governs his actions. We sec then that in the romance of evolu- 
tion lies further proof of the old Inii.sm that there i.*; nothing new 
under the sun. Originality, wlicrc present, is found simply in 
the teatment of a problem, for even as the most infinitesimal atom 
of an object is in reality a storohou.^c of past impressions, so docs 
the greatest in.stitution of to-day represent the accumulated ex- 
periences of time derived from a host of sources. 

It is under this universal principle that MoGill has grown to 
,her present state. Though founded in 1821 her instruction, her 
'ideals and her methods jiiay be traced back through the centuries 
to sources in many different countries. AVith this in view some of 
us may have Avondered at the contempt and bitterness 
shown in ceriaiii circles at the introduction of a foreign 
idea to the college. Upon such an occasion it is claim- 
ed that the individuality and even the official nationality of the 
university is threatened. .Nothing we believe could be farther 
from the truth. And we base our belief upon the fact that a sys- 
tem is an impersonal thing. By its nature it is impossible for it 
to exercise any influence over the minds that guide the hands em- 
ploying it. We could cite numberless examples of American 
methods used in banks, trust companies, railways and manufac- 
turing concerns to improve the efficiency of their departments. 
But do we suppo.se for a moment that the èmployees of these com- 
panies have become any less Canadian for that, reason?. Is it 
possible tliat those wlio rode to college in busses made in Chicago 
feel any loss regard for the Dominion as a result? And what of 
the Scarlet Key Society ? Decried five months ago as an American 
innovation leading to over-organization it was approved by the 
students notwithstanding the claim? made. And now is it. con- 
ceivable that any student feels a greater inclination to sing the 
Star Sprangled Banner than God Save the King? The idea is of 
course ridiculous. Even those who declaim foreign innovations 
transcribe their thoughts to paper by means of American ink. 
The only conclusion to be drawn concerning such people is that 
if they prize consistency as a virtue they should walk out of the 
campus as Adam and Eve walked out of the Garden of Eden. 

In the final analysis the issue narrows down to a confusion 
of the words "system" and "ideal". Admittedly the salute of a 
foreign flag each day on entering the Union might impair the 
patriotism of some, but the introduction of a foreign system we 
do not believe could ever occasion even the mildest show 
of inconstancy on the part of a true son of Old Mc- 
Gill. Whatever we may think of the Scarlet Key Society 
b^an^fjther society or system introduced we should judge the pro- 
position on its merits alone. The nationality of a system should 
be beside the question. .^And if an innovation is calculated to im- 
prove the efficiency of any department at McGill it will be to our 
advantage to adopt it. Let us realize that a new sy.stem does not 
mean the .substitutioji of a new flag or a new ideal for another.

It is only to true that this auflouily 
in thinking often roceivea a cold re- 
ception from our educator? in .Amorl 
cn. But It may be questioned if tJie 
major charge In the indictment docs 
not .apply to the Intellectually docllf 
student himEtU. Not even n.uthority 
can make a mind ao serx'lle as .apathy 
The student, whoso cr.ltlçai contrlbu 
tion (o his own education ia confined 
to a reaction to the bearing of his 
professor, or bii necktie, or his man- 
ner of .speech, in dooming his own 
mind to be a cold -storage warehouse, 
whence after months of disuse a. fact 
may be resurrected in the same con- 
dition as that in which it was stored 
away. 

.Suppose a, unlvertrity where tlic pro 
fessors wore determined to faster this 
spirit of intellectual audacity. Sup- 
pose that courses In economics or 
fered a reasonably uni>rejudlced 
treatment of socialistic theories, that 
English ceursea were prepared to 
deal adequately with Joyce or BUot or 
BlaJ<e, Any education' wlflch such a 
unlvorslty could furnish, however 
deal its equipment might be, would 
dtmand the contribution by the stu 
dent of a certain amount of Individ- 
ual Judgment, In reality a muoh 
erettter amount than In the kind of 
university where education comen 
wrapped In neat patterns. If the stu 
dent atlli furnlehed no IntelloctuoJ 
reagent of his own, the compound 
would bear very little greater resem- 
blance to education than It does at 
present. 

It may be .trgued tha.t this apathy 
Is in Itself a product of the attitude 
which p«rvade« our entire cduci 
tlonnl system, that the student in rcii 
dercfl intoIl«ctuHlly docile and un- 
qufsilonlng by that very authority 
which hla andaclty ' would combat 
This is far from being a complcto 
answer to the problem, however. It 
implies a very flatteriiig eHiimato of 
the Influence exerted by an cdgca- 
tlojjal system on the loentQl habits of 
Its éludent*. And no matter how 
great this might be, it mum alwoVB 
bo unlinport,ini in compsrlHon to ih 
significance of the personn.! attitude 

voivcd. Until the ttudent can .stlmu 
lale In himself « challenging spirit 
towards the pattcrna of knowlodge 
which a profeasor can furnish, he has 
only bimself. to blame,'. It la only In 
noma sort of iprbvocal|vo iakeptlcism 
that ho will find the true meaning of 
his ediicatlon.

However, ihn members 
of Iho board stand ready to follow, 
to cncournBC. .md to aid any Iius.'ikss. 
like îvttempl on the part of any 
indlvidiini or griMi\i to «.stabllsh such a 
plant If Indeed, the Herald itself does 
not take the inlli.T.tiva. 

Onco e.il'itbllshed, there should be 
little difficulty .ibout the running '>f 
the press. There is i:"rMmly enoujjli 
priming done here at lUiiwu 'o provide 
It with a larpo and -steady voUnin- 
of work, and to make some fair profit, 
which could lie turned ovor to the 
university, paid to tjio co-oporatiiig 
orBuniz.itions as dividends aro paid to 
Btockh.iidcrs, or put into now equip- 
ment after the original loan had boeu 
pi^ld in full .During tho summer out- 
side work could be taken In In 
sufficient quantity to keep tho press 
running provided it were not 
iocaled in an untaxed university 
ibuildlng.
